The State Department said that Cuban 
intelligence agents were behind thedeci- 
sion by* the Mozambican Government 
today to order the expulsion of fourdiplo- 
mats and the wives of two of themi%v i* 

In a statement issued in Maputo, the 
capital, the Government of Mozambique- 
said that the four diplomats were ordered 
to leave in 48 hours for .‘‘espionage; sub- 
version and interference ,# in that Govern- 
ment’s affairs.. The two wives were ac- 
cused of “carrying out supporU’ifpr their 
husbands ■ work. ; -j 

- This* afternoon the -State Department 
said it* was ‘‘not our normal practice to 
comment” on such matters, but a spokes- 
man said that he wanted “to draw atten- J 
tion<:to some extraordinary- circum- 
stances.^.^ ; f -v

He said that 12 Cuban officials, led by 
two “senior intelligence officers,” identi- 
fied as Armando Femander and Manuel 
Martinez Gal an, assisted by Mozambican 
officials^, .had “forcibly * detained” an 
American. Embassy officer for more than

four hours“whiIe they attempted to re- 
cruit him as a spy for Cuba.” 

“In addition to offering a sizable sum of 
moneys the officer and his family were 
threatened,” the spokesman’s statement 
said.^iT. 1 ' 

Hours after this “blatant^confronta- 
tion,” the statement said, the'Mozambi- 
can Foreign Minister ordered the expul- 
sion.^^ * : V- 

The State Department said that “very 
senior members of Cuban counterintelli- 
gence” were visiting Maputo at the time. 
Officials said that staff members of the 
Covert Action Information Bulletin, an 
American publication that seeks to iden- 
tify American intelligence officers, also 
“were visiting Mozambique.” 


“We are convinced these tacts are not ! 
coincidental and that the full scope of i 
Cuban involvement was known to the Mo- | 
zambican authorities,” the department I 
said. “We therefore view this action with , 
f„ the most serious concern.” . .r _ J
